A Poor Service for Tourists 


The city of Edmonton, the gasoline 
dealers and the provincial government 
should get together in some sort of a 
strenuous effort to work out a means 
whereby gasoline and motor car service 
will be available to both residents and 
tourists in Edmonton all hours of every 


day and every night. 


Anything less than a service of this 
kind will operate against the profitable 


influx of visitors. 


The present regulation is that gasoline 
stations shall close. at 6:30 every day and 
remain closed all day Sunday. It is con- 
trary to the rule to service cars after 


12:30 on Saturdays. 


Certain exceptions have been made 
to these rules permitting four stations to 
remain open and Sell gasoline after hours. 
But tourists have no way of knowing 
where these stations are located. 

Moreover, Edmonton residents them- 
selves who, in their business, are called 
upon to use their cars at irregular and 
unexpected hours suffer considerable em- 
barrassment and inconvenience through 


the limited system. 


The dealers themselves come into 
picture because it was at their request 
that the regulations were formulated. 

The city comes into the picture be- 
cause the city made the rules. 

The prevince comes into the picture 
because the hours of sale are based on 


the provincial regulations having to do 


with hours of work. 
Now this restricted period of selling 


was commendable and necessary in the 


days when there was a shortage of gaso- 
line and a shortage of labor. 

But no such shortages exist today. 

And the restricted service is not the 
kind of thing that encourages tourists to 
visit Edmonton because it is not the kind 
of thing that most visiting motorists are 
accustomed to having. 

Since motorcars are on the road at 
all hours of every,day and night, facilities 
for their operation should be available at 
all hours of the day and night.

Edmonton. 
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Unjust To 
Landlords 


Editor, Bulletin—I can illus- 
trate the injustice done to land- 
lords by housing control. 

We bought a house in Novem- 
ber, 1946. It was occupied by 
10 persons, 

We made application for oc- 


cupancy under the order “con- 
version with the ability to ac- 
commodate more than was al- 


ready being accommodated”, of- 
fering our tenant a self-contained 
apartment not to exceed $40 a 
month, We planned on converting 
to a triplex, accommodating 12 
people. Our application was 
turned down—the reason being 
we could not substantially acecom- 
modate more than were being 
accommodated at the time. 

Our second application was 
filed May, 1948, under the term 
“suffering grievous hardship”. 
Two persons then occupied this 
seven roomed house, After it 
was filed, the tenant sublet three 
rooms upstairs. Again the ten- 
ant was offered a five-roomed 
self-contained apartment. 

The house we rent is very cold 
in winter and our baby has suf- 
fered because of this in having 
many colds, This, along with our 
financial hardship, did not come 
up to the qualification set by 
the Prices Board as “grievous 
hardship”, and our application 
was dismissed. 

This is just one of the many 
such cases where shameful in- 
justice is being done to landlords 
wanting to live in their own 
homes.

NORTH WEST REBELLION 


1885 ~ EDMONTON 


The North West Rebellion of 1885 is of historic importance 
in the annals of Canada, particularly those of the West. 


Although the main hostilities occurred in Saskatchewan the 
situation in Alberta during the rebellion was very alarming. 
Riel’s and Poundmaker’s emissaries were working among the 
Indians who were in a mood for fighting. Uneasiness was 
caused through the influx of the white man, the disappearance 
of the Buffalo; and the Indians were often in want and blamed 
the white man for their plight. There was a large Indian popula- 
tion of fine fighting material and they were well armed. On the 
other hand there was no organized militia and few policemen. 
But quick action on the part of the authorities from Eastern 
Canada relieved the situation of much of its danger. General 
T. Bland Strange was placed in command of the District of 
Alberta. He quickly raised volunteer troops and organized 

_Alberta’s first militia force, now known as the Alberta Field 
Force of .1885, for the purpose of proceeding to Edmpnton and 
to Fort Pitt where Big Bear, Chief of the Cree Indians, was on 
the war path. Seon after the tragedy of the Massacre of Frog 
Lake, General Strange and his force found the trail of Big Bear’s 
Indians. In an engagement at Frenchmen’s Butte the Indians 
retreated arid subsequently Big Bear was arrested at Fort Carleton, 
which ended the rebellion. 


Many tragedies were enacted in the North West Rebellion 
but they would have been much greater had the authorities 
minimized the dangers of the situation or had the need for 
adequate military force not been so promptly met. ,

The War on Sin 


There is a tendency in many quarters to shy way 
from the word “sin.” Even preachers, it has been 
said, sometimes refrain from mentioning the word be- 
cause their congregations “prefer more pleasant 
topics.” This is an ostrich-like attitude. We may hate 
to hear sin discussed, but we cannot close our minds to 
the fact that sin is responsible for most of the world's 
misery. . 

Some who dislike being reminded of sin are good 
people who themselves lead blameless lives. But 
even such admirable souls may need to be told that 
besides the obligation of avoiding sin personally, they 
have a duty to help others combat it. That cannot be 
done except by facing the reality of sin instead of | 
trying to sidestep it. 

We must all wage war on sin in one way or | 
another, The minister or priest should not be expected 
to fight a lone battle. Parents especially must teach 
their children both to recognize sin and to fight its 
temptations. Teachers should encourage their charges 
to aim at high moral standards, Even employers 
should feel an obligation to fight sin, if only by demon- 
strating sound ethical principles in the conduct of their 
businesses. 

No man should be solicitous only about his own 
personal spiritual welfare. The weak and the erring 
are entitled to his sympathy and interest. We can all 
do much for our neighbors—by example, by persua- 
Sion, by exhortation, Many an unfortunate has strayed 
into sin simply because there was no one who showed 
an interest in him or was willing to make a little sacri- 
fice of time and effort on his behalf. 

If every community had its proper share of lay 
fighters against sin, many of the strongholds of Satan 
would soon be demolished, and much, if not all, of the 
injustice and unnecessary suffering in the world would

Lutheran 
Minister 
Sets Record 


ST. PAUL, Minn.—When Rev 
Charles L, Grant, Lutheran pastor 
here, isn't preparing or preaching 
a sermon, chances are he is doing 


one of three things 


Conducting a baptism; perform- 
ing a marriage ceremony of read- 
ing a funeral service 

In one of the rites—baptism—he 
has established what is believed to 
be a national record 

Since he donned his first clerical 
garb, following ordination at Chi 
eago Lutheran Theological Semi 
nary in 1914, the 60-year-old pastor 
of Faith Lutheran church, St. Paul 
has baptized 7,378 infants and 650 
adults. 

Many of the children he baptized 
Jater stood before the altar at Faith 
church or in Mr, Grant's home to 
be married, 

But none of these ceremonies 
were as unusual, perhaps, as the 
wedding of a bride who feared her 
ailing heart wouudn't stand up un 
der the excitement of a crowded 
church ceremony. 

So she chose to be wed in an air- 
plane and thereby almost produced 
heart failure for the officiating 
minister, Mr, Grant 

“Those were the days when avia 
tion was just starting to grow up,” 
the minister recalled. “I had to 
shout into each participant's ears to 
make myself heard above the din 

“of the motor.”
